Ths clos- 
ing of this month, will bring the oys- 
ter season to an end. The prices are 
as they were at the beginning of the 
season. As yet the oysters are good 
and- their quality Is somewhat of an 
improvement over that of those re- 
ceived the first of the season. 


For the past-ttire^or four days, the 


retail market has been fairly glutted 
with early green stuffs and vegeta- 
bles. 
The prices have come down 


each day until they are now away be- 
low the schedule Quoted at this time 
last season. 
Strawberries are sell- 


ing fort twenty cents a box. The de- 
mand for them1 bag been: lively and 
during the past week the dealers 
have sold many. 


Early potatoes, cucumber*, 
rad- 


ishes, lettuce and many other varie- 
ties of hot bed products are to be had 
at a nominal price which is almost 
one third less than that of two weeks 
ago. 
, Meats remain firm, there not hav- 
ing been so much as a flurry in 
the price for along itJime. The deal- 
ers say that they caSfTsee no prospect 
for a raise or tts'fl!c'Hne in the price 
for a long time. One peculiar thing 
In regard to tals variety of food is 
that, during the summer and fall of 
last year, there was scarcely a day 
but what there was some change or 
other in the prices of meats. At the 
present time, after all the changes 
have,taken place, each article has 
come back into line at exactly the 
same price which was quoted during 
the month of April of 1902.

Boston, the start being made from 
Ashland bridge at 2:10 p. m. There 
were sixty-one entries and when the

The sky was cloud- 
less and the air cool. What breeze 
there was came from the southwest. 


The men were sent away by H. H.

John Graham, George Heals 
and Fred Wood were time kepers 
and George B. Billings was referee. 


The starting line is a mile from the 


village of Ashland 
and the first 


time on the run generally is noted as 
the men 'pass through that place. At 
the mile J. P. Caffery of Hamilton, 
Ont., who holds the record for the 
Marathon course, was in the lead. 
He reached here at 12:16.

Chirred Body Of A Negro Amid The 


Ashes Of His Home. 


Farmington, Conn., April 20.—The 


charred body

Reuben Brown, 


colored, was found today in the ru- 
ins of a hut where he lived in the 
woods off the Hartford road on the 
outskirts of the village.

lieved that he was murdered' and the 
hut set on fire to conceal the crime. 


Brown was a teamster, aged fifty

Better a coat of plaster on foundation 


walls, inside and out, and a cement 
floor than oriental rugs or a piano; bet- 
ter than oil paintings or table silver, 
for a dry cellar spells health with a 
large H, and bric-a-brac, silver and or- 
molu are as dust and ashes when 
health and vitality are gone. 


When you are sure your cellar is dry, 


consider the second proposition. 


Keep it clean. 
Of course no one would even permit 


such .in unthinkable thing as bits of 
spoiled animal matter to linger in the 
cellar. Vegetable matter is nearly as 
bad, for the injurious gases generated 
by decay float all through the house. 
If you must have a garbage pail, keep 
it out of doors, where the freshening 
w.'.ul may dissipate its odors. The cel- 
lar is improved by a coat of white- 
wash, winch can easily be renewed. 
If you add a little carbolic acid to your 
wash, you disinfect as well as clean. 


Prune Jelly. 


Wash and soak half a pound of 


prunes over night 
Cook until tender, 


remove the stones, add half a cupful 
of sug.ir and hot water enough to make 
a pint in nil and rub through a coarse 
sieve. Co\er one-fourth of n package 
of gelatin with half a cupful of cold 
water, dissolve over hot water, add to 
the prunes with half a cupful of 
blanched almonds cut in strips. Turn 
Into a mold, and let it become cold.

acter. There is no longer ttie strongly 
accentuated border, with its sharp di- 
viding lines. Instead each length of 
paper is fitted at tHe top with a cap 
which joins the pattern exactly and 
forms a continuation of the design, 
gays a writer in the New Idea Maga- 
zine. But while the motif is the same 
as"jthat of the main side walls, the 
treatment is entirely different, so that 
a'bsffder is formed, but with no sepa- 
rating line. It is simply a natural 
completion of the side wall pattern. 
This style of border is called a crown 
frieze. The patterns differ widely and 
are most artistic. 


One paper shows a motif of iris. The 


side wall paper is of the long, slen- 
der, reedlike leaves showing just a 
hint of blue between, as though of 
water. The frieze is formed by the iris 
blossoms with the cuiling tips*of the 
leaves. The ceiling paper gives a clond 
effect, and the complete scheme is most 
beautiful 
and realistic.

Many dining rooms are now papered 


to give the paneled effect This panel- 
ed paper is put on below the plate rail, 
which is placed five feet from the floor, 
and above it a striking paper with for- 
est or hunting scenes completes the 
side wall. 


A less radical change than the crown 


frieze is the cut out border for parlors 
and bedrooms. These borders have the 
lower edge cut out along the outline of 
the design and are then applied over 
the paper, which is often a plain wale 
effect or narrow stripe. The borders 
are usually garlands, and thus cut 
form a much more graceful finish than 
with the straight dividing line.

three inches wide was used to make 
the rose. Cut the ribbon in four strips, 
crush each strip through the center to 
give it the crinkled rose petal appear- 
ance; then dra^the two ends together 
at the base and attach to a stem wire. 
Place the "center," or "rose heart," in 
position; then twist all the wires to- 
gether and thrust through the culio. 
Wind the stem with dark green satin 
ribbon, and, presto, change, when 
leaves are attached you have a rose 
which will do duty to liven up the 
black gown or will be most becoming 
worn in the hair! Poppies may be 
fashioned in the same way, using the 
poppy centers and leaves instead of the 
rose foliage.

Keeping more cows than can be fad 


prottabir U one of tbe moat common 
errors in dairying, says a writer in the 
Practical Fanner. Very often tbe feed 
which goes to nine cows could be fed to 
six with better, results. In fart, six will 
to many instances give as much as tbe 
nine would. We hare a neighbor who 
la a careful manager, but every sum- 
mer his pastures get short, and bis 
cows give little more than half what 
they should. During the past summer 
he milked more cowa than we did and 
would bare needed to keep several 
more in order to get as much milk as 
we did, while no doubt bis cows are 
fully as food as ours. I have noticed 
that when cows are well and regularly 
red they do not go dry so long as other* 
rise. Scant feeding for a few weeks 
>ven is a treat mistake, for it can be 
>nly partially made up when feed la 
lush. Then, many farmers pay no at- 
ention to a balanced ration, feeding 
nost of that which they have in abun- 
lance, and hence results are not al- 
rays satisfactory. 
Clover, either as 


•store or hay, is among the best all 
round feeds; also nicely cured corn 
odder and millet bay are good. For a 
rain ration corn and oats ground and 
ilxed with wheat bran and oil meal in 
roper proportions give excellent re- 
ilts. Most fanners prefer to feed only 
fat they raise and have on hand, 
his is frequently a mistake.

11»e first print cheese was made at 


the Wisconsin Dairy school during the 
winter of 1806410. Sine* that time 
some of tbe details bare been changed, 
but the general plan of Uie operation 
1* tlte name a* originally carried out. 
In so far as tbe cheese la concerned a* 
deviation bas been made from the usu- 
al process of making Cheddar cheese. 
except a modification in tbe pressing 
aad tbe "follower" used in tbe press. 


Tbe following is tbe method adopted 


at the University of Wisconsin: Tbe 
Cheddar cheeae curd is placed in a 
mold or hoop of rectangular shape, the 
bottom or 'follower" of which is a 
carved board. This board makes the 
impression of the raised letters U W 
(University of Wisconsin) and the 
grooves which mark the cheese into 
prints, as shown in the illustration. 


imviasarr or wooosmx PBINTB. 


Each section on which U W are stamp- 
ed represents one-half pound, two -sec- 
tions making one pound. This one 
pound print of cheese is about the size 
of a one pound print of batter. Its 
length and width are determined by 
the earring of the board, which may 
be made of any size or design to suit 
a particular trade. The thickness of 
the block is, of course,'regulated by 
the amount of curd put into the mold 
each time. The cheeses shown in the 
illustration weigh between fifteen and 
sixteen pounds each and will cut into 
fifteen one pound prints. Each block 
of fifteen prints is ll'/fc by 13& by 2& 
inches, each print being 2% by 2% by 
4% Inches in size. 


This cheese was pressed in an up- 


right press, the carved board being 
placed at the bottom of the rectangu- 
lar mold and the bandage cloth cut to 
cover the carved board, sides and bot- 
tom of the cheese.—Fanners' Bulletin, 
Department of Agriculture.

Our export trade in butter is not im- 


portant and will not be so long as home 
markets continue as now, relatively 
higher than those of Great Britain, 
Bays Stockman and Farmer. Some 
economists can figure out great possi- 
bilities for our export butter trade, and 
many express astonishment that this 
country does not take advantage of its \ 
opportunities in this business, but they 
overlook the vital fact taat the home 
market Is still tbe best market for 
good butter. Tbe average price of for- 
eign butter In the London market last 
year was 23 cents, averages ranging 
from 20 cents for Russian to 24% cents 
for Danish. It does not take an expert 
to figure that extensive exports wou.Ii! 
have been impossible on such a basis 
or on the basis of Canada's average 
price, which was 21 cents. What bat- 
ter this country exported averaged 20% 
cents. An Interesting development of 
the foreign butter business is the enor- 
mous progress made by Russia iu sup- 
plying tbe British market Last year 
Russia stood second to Denmark In 
this trade, shipping 54,768,000 pounds. 
This came mainly from Siberia, requir- 
ing long rail and water shipments, and 
the fact that its average price was so 
close to that of tbe Canadian product 
shows that Russian dairy progress is 
not to be despised. It is thought that 
this year the trade will be much larger. 


Start*M at All Seaaoa*.

They may bare seen us turn down a 
fine nnlmal because she licked her 
meal with a white tongue or cunsed 
the flies off her back with a tail hav- 
ing a white or mixed switch. They 
may never have heard of some of the 
early Jersey queens that had as mud* 
white on them as have the Guernseys 
and that in breeding away the spots 
many things of vastly more Impor- 
tance than color of hair were in many 
cnses bred away also. 


Some of these same people may have 


been at the great Cooper Bide last May 
imd seen certainly the best working in- 
dividnais In that great collection of 
magnificent nnimals sell for a song 
compared to the prices of some of the 
dainty pots of pedijrrees. I refer espe- 
cially to the jrwat "black™ cows that I 
am sure would eat and turn to profit- 
able use more of otir cheap Ainprican 
foods in one day than inatiy of their 
sensational companions could use in 
two.

bulletin 121: Bitter weed taste was re- 


j moved from cream by mixing it with 
• two or more parts of water at any tem- 
] peratare above 70 degrees F. and then 
j running it through a cream separator. 
I Xo means were found by which bitter 
weed taste could be removed from 
milk. The compound in the bitter weed 
which gives the milk a bitter taste In 
held very largely, if not entirely, in the 
milk serum. The more completely the 
serum U separated from the fat the less 
is the degree of bitterness in the cream. 
Wild onion flavor was not removed 
from the cream by mixing it with wa- 
ter and then running it through the 
cream separator. Saltpeter dissolved In 
the water thus used was of no value. 
No method was found by which the 
onion flavor could be removed from 
either the milk or cream. The com- 
pound in the wild onion which gives 
the milk a bad flavor is held very large- 
ly, if not entirely, by the fat. and the 
more completely the serum is separat- 
ed from the fat the more concentrated 
is the onion flavor in the cream. 


Blllloa* of Bacteria. 


At the recent Ontario dairymen's 


meeting Dr. W. J. Connell dealt with 
bacteria and showed instances where 
the ordinary laws of cleanliness bad 
not been observed the presence of 
25,000,000,000 of bacteria in six spots 
of milk. 


A delegate jokingly Inquired of tbe 


doctor if there was a market for these 
bacteria. 


He at once replied, "Yes, they are 


cold as cheese at 12 cents per pound." 
The doctor went on to state that tbe 
time bad come when they must preach 
the doctrine of more care in the dairies. 
They mast apply English temperature 
conditions throughout from the time 
the milk left the cow until the cheese 
was put on the market. He thought 60 
or 05 degrees F. should be insisted up- 
on for cheese. For butter making a 
lower temperature would be advisable. 


Batter of High Color. 
It is a very rare thing that an or- 


dinary cow. will not give a well colored 
bolter when [She is fed on good fresh 
grartj^.andif.clDyer pasture, says tbe 
PraqUiijal tfanuer, but cows differ in 
this respect to more or less extent. This 
important qualification of a cow may 
be said to be of much value, not only 
for the high popular appreciation of 
such yellow colored butter, but equally 
for the reason that this high color goes 
as well with a specially fine aromatic 
flavor which is found only in the best 
quality of butter made from a good 
cow fed on the choicest kinds of food 
and by a person who has the knowl- 
edge and skill to keep tbe milk and 
cream and churn the latter into the 
finest quality of butter, which is not 
spoiled, but perfected, by the exactly 
right method of preparing it for use. 
It may perhaps be reasonably consid- 
ered that the most desirable color of 
butter is really a natural qualification 
of it for its goodness, 
, 


What I« a Starter? 


Professor Robertson states that there 


are two kinds of fermentation, one 
that goes on making changes as the re- 
sult of the presence of something with- 
out life itself; that was an unorgan- 
ized ferment and was what cured 
cheese. The other was where there 
was life, as in tbe case of the yeast 
plant, which caused the dough to fer- 
ment. The "starter" put in milk was 
of tbe kind that had life in itself and 
would make changes in the cheese. 
One of the results of lactic acid germs 
was to mat- it easier to separate the 
curds from the whey. It was provid- 
ing for the flavor that came in the cur- 
Ing of the cheese. 


According to the eleventh census, the 


dniry industry of Pennsylvania was 
exceeded only by that of New York. 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Iowa Yet Mich- 
igan. Minnesota. Nebraska. Missouri, 
Ohio. Indiana. Kansas, California and 
perhaps sonic other states have much 
better equipped dairy schools than has 
Peuiisj Ivania. says Stockman 
and 


Farmer. The authorities of the Penn- 
sylvania State college are In nowiso 
to blame for this. It can only be at- 
tributed to tbe Indifference of the dai- 
rymen of tlio state. 


The creamery operators of Pennsyl 


vania are paying the farmers more for 
their milk th'in the operators of New 
York pay, yet sell their butler at no 
higher price. It does not follow, how- 
ever, tbut tbe farmers of Pennsylva- 
nia are receiving too much for their 
milk, but that they are falling to ap- 
preciate the advantages which they 
are enjoying. Feed In Pennsylvania 
will In general be cheaper thnn In New 
York. The Importance of the dairy In- 
dustry of Pennsylvania Is almost en- 
tirely tjio outgrowth of location and 
natural advantage and only to a very 
small extent due to the personal efforts 
of the Inhabltnntft.

The remarkable increase In the pro- 


duction of milk and butter In the Unit- 
ed States in the last decade was due 
far more to increased yield per cow 
than to Increase in the number of 
cows, says Dairy and Creamery. There 
Is plenty of opportunity for an equally 
great increase iu the production per 
cow during the present decade. As 
farmers become more careful and ac- 
curate In determining the relative pro- 
duction of their cows the culling of 
their herds becomes more rigorous. 
This immediately raises the average 
•tanda'rd of production and tends, by 
aid of the lows of heredity, to increase 
the producing capacity of the descend- 
ants of cows retained for dairy pur- 
poses.
